%Siot:x CITY, la., May 4.-Sioux coun- 


ty was devastated by a terrific tornado 
Friday afternoon. The storm oame 
from the northwest, and struck bionx 
Center, a small town forty-five mues 
north of this point, at 4 o'clock. Three 
Bcboolhouses and at least twenty resi- 
dences and barns near that place were 
swept away. At the schools two teach- 
ers and three pupils were 'killed and 
many injured. 
Two 
women 
were 


found dead about 0 o'clock not far from 
the 
buildings stood. 


One man who arrived in Sioux Center 


late in the evening reported that his 
house was blown away and his family 
killed. 
He himself escaped, and says 


that at least a hundred people must 
have been lulled. Parties have been 
sent from Sioux Center and Orange 
City 
neiifhboringr towns, but 
their 


work is carried on iu total darkness and 
in the midst of a tremendous wind and 
rainstorm. 
It is, consequently, pro- 


pressing- slowly. A number of bodies 
have already been recovered, although 
the exact number can not be learned. 
Every one is violently excited, and 
definite accounts can not be obtained. 
It is said that Perkins, a small town 
between Sioux Center and Doon, was 
directly in the path of the storm, and 
was almost entirely wiped out. 


Later reports say that ten 
were 


killed at Doon and three at Perkins. 
Thirteen dead have been brought into 
Sioux Center. 


The tornado lumped 45 miles north- 


west to Sibley, Osceola county. Five 
are reported killed there-. 


Late Friday evening news was re- 


ceived from Sibley to the effect that a 
storm struck there at 5 p. m., destroy- 
in "• the house of John Watterson, kill- 
ing- Mrs. Watterson and injuring- Wat- 
terson and his son. No names can yet 
be learned of the people injured about 
Sioux Center and Perkins. 


The Sioux City & Northern train 


which arrived at 10 o'clock Friday 
evening- brought several passengers 
who witnessed the storm. They re- 
ported that thirteen dead had been 
brought in at 0 p. m. It is estimated 
that fifty people must have 
been 


killed. The Northern train barely es- 
caped a smashup in a washout near 
Doon, but was stopped by section men 
before it passed upon the dangerous 
territory.

Sioux Center and Hull were grazed 
only by the edge of the storm, and no 
fatalities are reported from either of 
them. 
The number killed at Doon 


is now stated at ten, Four or five will 
probably cover the deaths at Sibley.

have been very large, probably not less 
than thirty or forty. This, with the 
number killed "on farms about the 
country, must bring the number up to 
nearly seventy-five or one hundred.

at tho home of Edward Andre on Gay 
street. 


Mr. Lionbarger accompanied by his 


daughter, Mrs. Annis Cook, of Gay 
street, went out in the country a little 
wav this morning in search of a pea 
bush. As they were returning home 
at the corner of Eighth and Gay street 
the horse gave a sudden 
jump in 


turning the corner throwing the oc- 
cupants out of the wagon to the streets 
with great violence.
